Public Meeting in Todd County. 

Elktox, Ky., August 19, 1861. 
To the Editor of the Russellville Herald: • 

Deak Sir: We hud a large and enthusias- 
tic meeting of the Southern Rights party in 
our town to-day. Representatives were sent 
from every district in the county. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. J. 
A. Russell, who called ilr. It. J. Alexander ' 
to the Chair, and G. (,'. Christian and li. F, 
Butler were chosen to net as Secretaries. 
Mr. J. A. Russell then, ut the suggestion of \ 
the Chairman, stated in a few very eloquent 
and pointed remarks the object of the meet- j 
ing. (i. Terry then addressed the meeting in 
I a few very beautiful and forcible remark.-; 
j and then suggesled that a committee, to be 
compo.-ed of gentlemen from the several dis- j 
tricts of Todd county, be appointed to draft 
I resolutions; whereupon the following gentle

The committee retired, and after- 
wards reported the following resolutions, 
which were adopted: 

Whkueas, The deplorable condition of our ', 
country has rendered it, in our judgment, I 
neceaaarv that the citizens of each neighbor- 
hood should organize themselves into bodie> 
for the mutual protection of life, liberty, and 
properly; we the Southriii Right party in 
Todd county, do form ourselves into an asso- 
ciation for each other's protection — adopting 
the following principles us the basis of our 
action: 

I. Resolved, That as citizens of the State of 
Kentucky — a sovereignty always faithful to 
the compact which she entered into with the 
other States, and always strictly sustaining 
the Constitution — we are loyal to the General 
Government to the full extent of its limited 
and specified powers, and devoted to the 
Union which was founded in love, on the 
consent of its creators, and ratified by the sev- 
eral States. 

'1. Resolved, That all power is inherent in | 
the people, and all free governments are | 
founded on their authority, and instituted tor | 
their peace, safety, and happiness, and the j 
security and protection of property. For 
the advancement of these en Is they have at 
all times an inalienable and indefeasible right 
to alter, reform, or abolish their government 
in any manner they may think proper. 

Resolved, That we recognize nowhere, nor 
does it exist, cither in u republic or in the 
President, or even in the largest majority, ab- 
solute, arbitrary power over the lives, liberty; 
and property of freemen. 

4. Revolted, That loyalty to the Union i- 
only compatible with strict fidelity to the 
Constitution, and those w bo violate the provis- 
ion^ of the latter, even under the plea of ne- 
cessity to preserve the former, are enemies to 
both, and should be resisted by all good citi- 
zens. 

5. Resolved. That this Union being founded 
on the consent of the States and the good will 
of the people, cannot be preserved by the 
sword, and a continuance of this unholy »« 
must result in its permanent dissolution; where 
fore we are for peace. 

0. Resolved, That we honestly believe the 
awful responsibility of the present war, the 
great sacrifice of valuble lives, the lavish and 
foolish waste of treasure, the deadly blow 
stricken at our prosperity as a people, art 
justly chargable to Northern agitators, urged 
on by a sectional party, and assisted by an 
••unfit President, incompetent Cabinet, and 
corrupt Congress." 

7. Resolved, That weeding with great ten 
acity to the neutral position of Kentucky a- 
enunciated by our Governor, and are oppos- 
ed to compromising it by furnishing men and 
means to carry on the war. a part of the wick- 
ed purposes of which is to subjugate the sece- 
ded States — which, if persisted in, will utterly 
ruin our country. , 

8. Resolved, That we view with suspicion 
and well grounded jealously the arming of one 
part of the citizens of the State to the uttei 
exclusion of others, and call upon the paity 
in power to know what they mean by t 

9. Resolved, That we are in favor of the 
recognition of tho Independence of the 
Southern Confederacy. 

10. Resolved, That the present civil wur. 
which Abraham Lincoln is waging upon sov 
erign States is alike unconstitutional, inhuman 
and unjust, and unless speedily cheeked, must 
end in the complete overthrow of liberty, and 
in the establishment of a military despot- 
ism. 

II. Resolved, That the bold declaration of 
the President in his Message, that the Slate- 
are not sovereign, and that they are the mere 
creatures of the Federal Government, depen- 
dent on that Government for whatever reserv- 
ed rights they may enjoy, is nt war with all 
the teachings of the Fathers of the Republic, 
and, if maintained, will result in the destruc- 
tion Of all our Republican institutions. 

On motion of Mr. Russell, it was ordered 
that the proceedings of the meeting be publish- 
ed iu the Louisville Courier, Russellville Her- 
ald, and Kentucky Yeoman. 

After speeches from several gentlemen, the 
meeting then adjourned.

Neutrality— A Movo in the Right Direction. 

We have been informed, that quite a num- 
ber of gentleman of this city, leaders of the 
Union party, have, since the movement on 
the part of Lincoln and his friends, in this 
State, to violate the neutrality, expressed 
themselves in terms of strong disapprobation 
with reference to that course of policy; and 
assert that they will ally themselves to that 
portion of our people who have determined to 
adhere to the neutrality, and if they must 
fiirht, will fall into the ranks of those who 
will assist in its maintenance. 

Looking to this end, therefore, n consulta- 
tion was had between Col. Caleb Walton and 
W. W. Trimble, Esqs., on the part of the 
Unloil party, and Gen. Desha and W. AV. 
Cleary, Esqs., on the part of the States Rights 
men, and after a free interchange of views, it 
was found that there was no clash of opinion 
as to the necessity of adherence and main- 
tenance of neutrality. These gentlemen can- 
not be changed from I'nionisU into coercion- 
ists, nor can they be driven from the position

Irrefragable Principles. 

The oath of naturalization binds the adopt- 
ed citizen to noihiny more than tho native 
citizen is already bound, norby any highcrob- ' 
ligation. 

2. The aggregate of the people of every or- 
ganized community are bound to their existing 
government not. absolutely, but condition- 
ally. 

3. If a government is turned into a tyran- 
ny, and oppress any organized political com- 
munity, whether the whole or one part of the 
entire country — as Belgium was a part of the 
United Provinces — the organized oouMBUfnty 
thus oppressed has a righl to resist, and, if 
need be, to throw off that government, and 
choose another. 

4. The judgment whether the justifying 
case us of oppression has occurred is a politi- 
cal judgment, which every organized politi- 
cal community has to decide for itself, on its 
own responsibility, and at its own risk. 

5. Every State of the late United States 
was an organized political community — a 
eommuniUu jitrfeeta, in the sense indicated — 
because every State had its Governor, Legis- 
lature, Judiciary, and its local sovereignty, 
extending to jurisdiction over life and prop- 
erty- . , . J 

ti. There is no room for theological dogmat- 
ism in regard to the different political posi- 
tions that men have taken in different parts 
of the country. The question at issue belong 
to the decisions of political judgment.

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Judge, alias Colonel Bramlette. 

.Lnst week Jmlgo llnimletto declined to 
hold court in Boyle comity, there being no 
criminal cases on tho docket. Ho has com- 
mand of a Regiment of Government troops, 
and left the court-room to meet them. Judge 
Bramlette is a profound jurist, and will make 
a gallant soldier. 

AVo clip tho ahovo from the Richmond 
(Ky.) Mosscngcrof August 16. "We presume 
tho editor speaks by tho card in designating 
Judge Bramlette of tho Kentucky Circuit 
Court as a Federal Colonel, ne led the troop 
of Federal cavalry from Camp Robinson, 
which made a raid into Lexington last 
"Wednesday. 

The people of Kentucky would be pleased 
to loam what judicial construction this "pro- 
found jurist" puts upon section 18, article 8, of 
the Constitution of Kentucky, which reads as 
follows: 

"Sec. 18. No member of Congress, nor per- 
son holding or exercising any office of trust 
or profit under the United States, or either 
of them, or under any foreign power, shall- be 
eligible as a member of the general assembly 
of this Commonwealth, or hold or exercise 
any oflico of trust or profit under the same." 

Is this man now drawing a salary from 
both tho Federal and State governments? 
It will not avail him for justification to say 
that he has not qualified under a Federal com- 
mission, nor received pay from the Federal 
Treasury. The prohibition of the State Con- 
stitution runs against tho exercise of any 
office of trust in the Federal service — whether 
commissioned or not, whether paid or not. 
And yet it is notorious that Bramlette is at 
the same time holding the office of Judge in 
Kentucky and exercising an office of trust in 
the Federal service. Should the Legislature 
impeach him, as it should, for this infraction 
of tho Constitution, how can he possibly es- 
cape conviction? lias he not, liko his master, 
Abe Lincoln, "an oath registered in heaven," 
to support tho Constitution ? And docs he 
hope to cscapo punishment for the violation 
of his oath, because the Usurper first set tho 
example? Bramlette cannot officially servo 
the Federal and State governments at the 
same timo. He must surrender his authority 
undor one or the other. "Under which King, 
Bezonian ? Speak or dio. " 



Rousseau's Brigado to Roniain at' Camp Jo. 
Holt. 

Loursvn.T.K, Aug. 20. — Rousseau's brigade, 
which had been ordered to march to St. Louis, 
has received a counter order, and will remain 
at Camp Jo. Holt for the present. 

The above was published among the regu- 
lar dispatches in the Tuesday morning dailies. 
The Louisville Journal of Monday morning, 
announced that Rousseau's brigade was un- 
der orders to march, and would march, to St. 
Louis, that very day. AVc gave the announce- 
ment in our last issue, but at the same time 
doubted its truth. "We have all along believ- 
ed that Rousseau's brigade was destined for 
Cumberland Gap, and wo still believe so. No 
faith or trust can be put in any intelligence 
through the mails, telegraph, or press in the 
interest of Lincoln. The mails, telegraph, 
and Journal, (with other allied organs,) aro 
more under control of Lincoln's minions, 
than any slave in Kentucky is to his master; 
and the}' will as readily suppress tho truth or 
propagate lies, as the hand will carry food to 
the mouth of a hungry man. "We have no 
doubt — and timo will show — that Rousseau 
never was ordered to St. Louis. His brigade, 
in our opinion, is intended for operations in 
Kentucky or Tennessee ; but, although such 
is our belief, wc do not believe that he or his 
men will ever make their way to tho latter 
State. 



The Gi'xs at Camp Robinbok. — The 
Hon; Garret Davis returned from Wasbing- 
ington last Friday, and we understand that 
he reports, as tho result of a conversation 
with President Lincoln, that the President 
had sent guns to Kentucky at the request of 
Union men of Kentucky, for lawful purposes, 
and in conformity with the laws of the L nion. 
The President said also that the guns would 
remain in Kentucky, unless the sovereign 
authority of the State, the representatives of 
the people, assembled as tho Legislature of 
the Commonwealth, shall pass an order for 
their removal. The President will not listen 
to any request emanating from a less author- 
ity than that of the constitutionally author- 
ized representatives of the wishes of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky. — Lou. Jour., Aug. 28. 

If the abovo is to bo relied on, if it is not 
meant for snare, it affords the best evidence 
of returning sense on the part of the madden- 
ed Usurper and his bedlamite supporters we 
have yet seen. We pass over the ridiculous 
assertion that the arms sent into Kentucky 
at the request of Union men, were "for law- 
ful purposes, and in conformity with the laws 
of the Union." But the implied promise of 
Lincoln to withdraw his guns — and his camps 
too, as wc infer — is tho only course we can 
conceive of, to prevent an attack on them by 
Tennessee, which would inevitably involve the 
State in civil war. Tho Legislature should 
promptly demand tho withdrawal of the 
camps ; and wo hope, for the peace of the 
State, that it will bo done on the very first 
day of the session.

"We are permitted to publish the following 
extracts of a- letter from a Kentucky born 
lady, now resident in Memphis, to her sister 
in this State — both ladies of eminent fami- 
lies. Tho intrinsic significance of the letter 
is emphasized by the fact that it is but a sam- 
ple of the spirit of thousands of such epistles 
heretofore received, and yet to bo received 
from the female kindred of our people in Vir- 
ginia, our mother State, and from our daugh- 
ters in Missouri, and in all tho Southwestern 
States, now so ardently engaged in the noble 
cause of Southern Rights and popular liberty. 
These family letters speak from the. heart to 
tho^heart, and are certainly producing one 
general emotion among all our people having 
hearts to feel and minds to consider the la- 
mentable Stato of public affairs; and they 
will serve to swell the tide of indignant pnl>- 
lic sentiment to a height and force that will 
overwhelm tho heartless politicians who are 
degrading our ouco noble but now pitiable 
Commonwealth: 

ME\irnis, Tennessee. 
Mr Sister : The ladies here have occupied 
themselves for over two months making up 
uniforms for, our soldiers. Even the most 
fashionable have been employed in this way. 
as many of our own troops wore turned off 
without having timo or means to tit out. — 
Our ladies, many who had not been in 
tho habit of making their own dresses, joined 
and have made gratuitously over 2,000 suits, 
besides many more suits being made by those 
who were not able to give their work for 
nothing — and many companies preferred pay- 
ing lor theirs, so that all were accommoda- 
ted. The ladies, also, have established and 
furnished a soldier*' hospital, where they nurse 
and take care of any sick soldier. The aver- 
age number in it last week was from lOtooO. 
You know we have 10 or lo.OOO troops with- 
in a short travel by rail to Memphis, 
many of whom are brought here sick — noth- 
ing fatal, but sick enough to keep most of 
tho ladies engaged. Indeed we have few 
idlers hero now, so that when wc do whip out 
the Lincolnites, wo shall be compensated in 
part by the development of our own resour- 
ces. The efficiency of Southern women was 
never known until they have been aroused 1 y 
impudent invaders. Though, if they have set 
foot on our soil, it has been by stealth; and I 
do trust the Lord who has so signally "cov- 
ered our armies in battle," and preserved the 
lives of so many brave men, will also deliver 
ourland from such pollution.

Our telegraphic dispatches announce, that 
upon the arrival of tho railroad train at Phil- 
adelphia from New York, yesterday morning,

As to 1 the special reasons w hich have in- 
duced this arbitrary act of the executive Gov- 
ernment of the United States, we have as yet 
no deanite intelligence. Our readers will 
cheerfully bear us witness, that tho Daily 
News, at least since its publication under 
present auspices, has contained no word in 
violation of the Constitution or the laws. It 
has committed no crime, and has not abetted 
or sympathized with crime. It has abused 
no privilege as a free press. It has violated 
no courtesy to the Government or to any of 
its officers by the publication of military facts. 
1 1 has disarmed even malicious criticism, by 
furnishing to the public only such informa- 
tion relating to the present crisis, as has ap- 
peared in journals enjoying the patronage and 
confidence of the Cabinet at. Washington. 
Its columns have contained no word, for 
which, even those most hostile to our opinions 
could justly reprove or reproach us. If it 
has erred, the error has been upon the part of 
humanity and free Government. It has met 
the demands of the crisis firmly and fearlessly, 
vet always courteously and temperately. It 
has spoken of the President and his Cabinet, 
and of their friends upon all occasions only 
in terms rigorously and studiedly respectful. 
AVhilo mobs have been instigated against us 
by a vitiated rival Press, and the mother 
tongue exhausted upon us In coarse abuse and 
in misrepresentations of our sympathies and 
our motives, we have replied only by silence, 
or in a spirit of candor and moderation which 
tho consciousness of our solemn responsibility 
in an hour of danger to civil liberty could 
alone inspire. Our sole offense — if offense it 
be — is, that wo have fearlessly asserted and 
exercised the right which the C onstitution has 
guaranteed to us, in war as well as in peace, 
to oppose, not the Government, but the policy 
of the national Administration.

To many thousands of our usual daily 
readers the Daily News is from this day a 
sealed book.

Crittenden's Neutrality — Who is Responsible 
for the Violation of Kentucky's Neutrality 
— Another Lincoln Encampment — The 
Unionists — Grand I'ic-Nic. 
[Correspondence of the Louisville Courier.l 
Lexington, Aug. 24, 1861. 
Editors Louisville Courier: It is very ob- 
vious to the most careless observer that the 
happy respite, which the citizens of Kentucky 
had fondly hoped they could preserve undis- 
turbed by their position of neutrality, till tho 
expiration of hostilities, is rapidly drawing 
to an end. And besides, the provocation which 
makes it necessary to discard that policy and 
take sides in tho lamentable civil strife, pro- 
ceeds directly from the proceedings and course 
of the very men, who at first were loud- 
est in their applause of the neutral doctrine. 
The very first man who ever devised and pro- 
mulgated that measure was Senator Critten- 
den in n speech delivered in this city on the 
very day the first guns of the war were roar- 
ing around and demolishing Sumter. He is 
sent to Congress from the Ashland district — 
elected on that platform, and that alone, and 
in direct antagonism, to the dictates of duty 
and tho voico of his constituency his vote is 
cast in favor of all measures calculated to 
prolong the strife, and even for men and mo- 
ney to prosecute it. Hon. Garrett Davis also 
adopted and indorsed the neutral attitude. 
His conduct ever since has been diametrically 
the reverse. To these two men more than 
any others, together with the inflammatory and 
mendacious voice of Andrew Johnson, must 
be attributed the necessity forabandoning our 
neutrality. Crittenden votes men and money. 
Davis clandestinely arms one class of his fel- 
low citizens against the other, to act in con- 
junction with Government troops. Johnson 
conceives and is executing the mad and im- 
possible scheme of transporting men and 
arms across the State to the rescue of East 
Tennessee. The acts of these three men are 
about to snatch away from us our sweet 
dreams of peace, and involve our State in the 
desolating terrors and horrors of the bloodiest 
part of the whole war. But thank God, a 
vast number of our citizens whom they have 
hitherto deceived, have cut loose from their 
diastrous pilotage. 1 am constantly hearing 
of such changes. Men who before agreed 
with them now condemn their conduct in the 
bitterest terms. As prominent samples just 
in this vicinity, I will mention the names of 
Roger W. Hanson,' Capt. Abram Buford, W. 
A. Dudley, and I understand that even Judge 
Buckner, Union member elect from Fayette 
to tho Legislature, is strongly opposed to the 
occupation of Kentucky soil by Government 
or any other kind of troops, intended to in- 
terrupt our neutrality, and it is reported bo 
indorses .Mr. Dudley's late letter to that ef- 
fect.

Issue of Treasury Notes— War Tax. 

Richmond, August 19. 
The President to-day approved the act au- 
thorizing the issue of Treasury Notes, and 
providing a war tax for their redemption. 
The Secretary of the Treasury, under speci- 
fied conditions, is authorized to issue not ex- 
ceeding one hundred million dollars of Treas- 
ury Notes. The act provides for a tax of 
fifty cents on every hundred dollars of real 
estate, slave 
StocklL money at

States. Also, taxes at the 
same rate, cash on hand, cattle, gold watches, 
gold and silver plate, pianos, pleasure car- 
riages, &c., iVo. Any family whose property 
is less than five hundred dollars is exempt 
from taxation. Colleges, schools, and chari- 
table institutions, aro also exempt. The act 
passed unanimously.

To-day the ground for another encamp- 
ment of Lincoln troops is being surveyed six 
miles from this city, on the farm of a man by 
the name of Asher.

If that fails to disperse them, 
he should call out the State Guard and rescue 
the State from the pernicious and degrading 
I fate of Maryland and Missouri. Almost the 
: entire farming interest agree in this opinion. 
And I have no doubt from indications, that 
course must be pursued; for in advance of the 
Commissioners and in anticipation of their 
report, Garrett Davis has just returned from 
Washington and announced that affairs must 
stand just as they are. Mr. Davis was in this 
city to-day, and closeted with a knot of prom- 
inent Unionists. AVhat the subject and re- 
sult of their deliberations were, I am unable to 
state. But whatever decision is arrived at by 
the Unconditionalists, is of little importance, 
except so far as that will probably afford an 
eagerly desired opportunity to tho gallant 
members of the State Guard of vindicating 
the honor and independence of the State be- 
fore they are graciously disbanded by our pa- 
triotic Legislature. If tho Legislature does 
attempt to abolish the State Guard, will they 
deprive them of their arms. too. and distrib- 
ute them among the Home Guard? L. 

P. S. — A large and enthusiastic Southern 
Rights pic-nic was given to-day. seven miles 
from here, near Athens, in this county. 

Next AVedncs'day a Neutrality Barbecue 
will be given one mile from Lexington, when 
the AVashington Commissioners, it is expect- 
ed, will have returned. They will give an 
account of their mission, and many eminent 
speakers will be in attendance, among whom 
will bo Messrs. Breckinridge, Hanson, Beck, 
Clay, Preston, and others. A grand affair is 
anticipated. 

Commissioners to AVashington. — It is 
reported that a dispatch has been received in 
thiscityannouncingthe rcsultof the interview 
between .Mr. Lincoln and the Commissioners 
sent by Gov. Magoffin to AVashington. It is 
stated that tho President has determined to 
shape his policy, so far as regards Kentucky, 
agreeably to the w ishes of the Union members 
of the Legislature and the Union delegation in 
Congress. This, doubtless, accounts for the 
call published in the Journal for the Union 
members of Congress in this State to assemble 
in Frankfort on .Monday next. 

AVe regard the reply of the President to 
tho Commissioners — if it shall bo as re- 
ported — as by no means satisfactory — as a 
trick of the Union party to gain time, so that 
by an act of the Legislature the Lincoln en- 
campments in the State can be increased and 
legalized, and the State Guard disbanded; and 
when this shall bo done, there will be no diffi- 
culty in marching Lincoln soldiers into the 
State, and re-enacting here the same scenes 
which have transpired in Maryland and Mis- 
souri.

During thestorm which has raged all around 
' Kentucky for months, she alone has had se- 
curity and peace. This peace is being disturb- 
ed, and i* about to be destroyed by the occu- 
pation of our State with Lincoln troops, and 
the Louisville Journal attemptsto lull to quiet 
the people with the cry that it isdone to rc.-ist 
invasion, when there is no power on parth, 
except the Federal Government, that dreams 
of such an attempt. 

The Observer and Reporter, in a recent is- 
sue, inform* its readers that the encamp- 
ment is only for drill and military instruc- 
tion ; but since the arrival, at one shipment, 
of nine car louds of a^ms and munitions of 
war, the Journal, with more plausibility, an- 
nounces that tho encampment is to resist in- 
vasion.

Why 
was it necessary under these circumstances to 
occupy our State with troops, and subject our 
people to the insult* and oppression* incident to 
a large and undisciplined military force, where 
every ono who is not blind by prejudice must 
see that it will lead to collisions with tho peo- 
ple and finally to civil war? 

Missouri furnishes a deplorable example of 
the effect* of this unwise movement. There 
was no war there until Federal troops occu- 
pied the State. Their oppressions and perse- 
cutions have turned her against the Union, 
and put in tho midst of a terrible civil war. 
The same consequences will inevitably follow 
here. Our people are proud, sensitive, and 
brave; they will not submit to the tyrannical 
domination of a Lincoln army in our midst. 
Tho country is already rife with the com- 
plaints of the people at the outrages of Camp 
Robinson. I know nothing personally of 
these matters, but it is said by reliable author- 
ity that persons are being arrested at this en- 
campment for their political opinions.

Our men 
were calm and prudent, and the indignation 
of our outraged people found vent only in the 
execrations of the women and children.

The Journal 
has said a great many things 1n my favor in 
days gone by; it has complimented me great- 
ly beyond my merits, all of which, I suppose, 
he will now say is untrue. Well, 1 suppose I 
ought not to complain until he has said as 
many bad things against mo as he has said 
good things for me — that is, until he has told 
a* many truths against me as he has told false- 
hoods in my favor. When the Journal tells 
as many truths as it has falsehoods, it will be 
the oldest institution in the world, and not 
only 1, but everybody else, will forgive it all 
its sins. 

I never could sec tho manliness of attack- 
ing a gentleman with a newspaper when he 
had no newspaper to return the fight with. 
A fight between gentlemen, in order to be 
honorable, should be fair and equal ; and I 
therefore heartily approve of one editor abus- 
ing another, because it is always deserved on 
both sides, and because it is a fair fight. But 
I do object to an editor abusing a private citi- 
zen without cause, because it is both unjust 
and unfair. 

The. Journal says of mo among other things 
of a like character:

But if my blood is so tainted with treason 
by being a neutrality man, what must be the 
condition of the blood of a secessionist? The 
blood of a man is not of his own creating, 
but it is natural to him, and its qualities are 
inherited. I am informed that the editor of 
the Journal has only two children — both boys, 
and both secessionists; and one of them a gal- 
lant soldier in the Confederate army. I would 
like to know where these boys get this trai- 
torous blood from. They come by it honestly 
— they got it from their father, and it was the 
best blood in him. But I do think the Jour-

The 
Journal of a recent issue, accuses me of hav- 
ing been bought by tho secessionists, by a fine 
horse, .which he says was given me.

It is consoling to a man's feelings, when 
unjustly accused of high crime, to know that 
his accuser is charged and believed to be guilty 
of the same offense. The editors of the Mem- 
phis Appeal, and of the New Orleans Pica- 
yune, charge the editor of the Journal with 
being bought up by the Abolitionists of the 
North — and they give the following extract 
from the Boston Gazette as a proof of the 
charge: 

"George D. Prentice, of the Louisville Jour- 
nal, was born in Preston, Connecticut, in 
1801, ami graduated at Brown University in 
1823. Our Boston merchants have given re- 
cently substantial proof of their appreciation 
of his manly course, and we trust others will 
do likewise. " — Jloston Gazette. 

It is evident that whether he sold out or 
not, he has received substantial proof of their 
appreciation of his course.

Some allowance ought to be made for the 
Journal in making this charge of corruption 
against me, because he had been accused of it 
himself — and in order to make the oft'enso as 
respectable as possible, and to show how unre- 
liable such reports are — he charces it upon 
me — a man whose honesty no one doubts. I 
really feel complimented, that I should have 
been selected to illustrate by my virtues, the 
probable injustice of the charges made against 
him. I refer to these personal things more 
a- a matter of amusement than otherwise. I 
do not suppose that any one connected with 
the Journal wants really to fight — if I thought 
so, I would suggest to them to designate some 
place outside of Louisville, where we could 
meet and tight it out, or quarrel it out, or drink 
it out— whichever might be preferred by them. 
At the two latter modes of warfare, we are 
both expert.*, having considerable natural 
taste for that kind of contest — together with 
great experience.

Senator Hunter'.* letter in December, said : 
"I do not -consider the election of Mr. Lin- 
coln a just cause for secession. If the South- 
ern States can obtain guarantees w hich will 
secure their rights in tho Union, 1 advise 
them to stand by it." 
Secretary Floyd's letter: 
"For one, I am not for secession as long as 
any honorable effort can be made to preserve 
the Union on a constitutional basis * * I 
believe that the great material interests of tho 
country demand a reconciliation of the sec- 
tions and the preservation of the I'nion. The 
main study of all should be, to prevent any 
collision between the sections, and most es- 
pecially the shedding of the first dropof blood. 
If we can but succeed in averting the>e 
calamities, the great practical business inter- 
ests of the country may, perchance, sooner or 
later, bring about a reconstruction of the 
Union and restoration of harmony between 
the sections." 

A. O. P. Nicholson, of Tennessee, said in 
Decern her : 

" If I am not mistaken in the sentiment of 
Tennessee, our people require an honest ef- 
fort to be made to save the I'nion by demand- 
ing additional guarantee*, and it i* only when 
this effort shall bare failed, that they propose 
to resort to secession. " 

Gov. Brown, of Tennessee, said in Decem- 
ber: 

" I am for the Union as long as it can be 
maintained, consistent ly with the compromises 
of the Constitution ; and I am for redressing 
tho wrong* of the South in the Union by 
peaceful remedies, and until such remedies are 
exhausted by fair trial. Let our war cry be: 
The Union, and the rights of all under it, in 
undivided fortune and glory." 

Can any fair-minded person charge these 
men with a desire to break up the Union, or to 
involve the country in civil war? These sen- 
timents were echoed by the Southern press, 
and responded to by the conservative press of 
the North. Meetings were held in every 
quarter to arouse the public mind to the ne- 
cessities which the momentous crisis demanded. 
But the Republican pros only ridiculed the 
attitude of the South, dared them to secede, 
and beeamestill more violentanddeminciatory. 
The State Legislatures in session, with one or 
two exceptions, refused to repeal the Personal 
Liberty Bills, or to take any steps towards 
conciliation. The principles of their party, 
10 recently and emphatically indorsed by the 
Northern people, were not to bo yielded at 
that early day, even at the risk of a divided 
country. When Senator Seward, apprecia- 
ting the danger, declared in his speech last 
winter his readiness to make reasonable con- 
cessions for the sake of the Union, the Tri- 
bune declared that he did not represent the 
sentiment of tho party, and that they "pre- 
ferred their prinrijdrs to fifty I'nious!'' The

[From tho New York Journal of Commerce:] 
Peace — Compromise — Ultimate Reunion. 

It has become 90 common among the sup- 
porters of the present war to charge its res- 
ponsibility wholly upon the South, that we 
deem it proper to refer to the record for tes- 
timony in this matter. It is even asserted 
that the Cotton States, having formed the de- 
liberate purpose to break up the Union, 
would accept of no compromise whatever; 
and hence the only alternative was, to test 
the stability of the Union by force of arms. 
This we conceive to be the position of most 
anti-Republicans who sustain the war. This 
question of responsibility is an important 
one, and should be definitely settled. AVe 
propose to prove that the South, as a whole, 
was not only anxious for peace, but that they 
were strongly opposed to a dissolution of tho 
Union. 

It is no question of disputo that the elec- 
tion of a Republican President in November, 
was put forward by certain South Carolina 
politicians and other fire-eating disorganizers 
as a sufficient pretext forimmediatcly dissolv- 
ing the Union. This, however, was hot so 
accepted by the Southern people generally; 
and even when South Carolina was taking 
the preliminary steps for her secession, the 
movement was opposed by the almost unani- 
mous voice of all the other States. From the 
election of President Lincoln until the assem- 
bling of Congress, the leading men of the 
South — those who are now at the head of the 
Confederate Government, and against whom 
the denunciation of the North is most bitter 
— made every effort to avert what no sane 
American could but consider the greatest ca- 
lamity that could befall this nation. This as- 
sertion is substantiated by their speeches on 
numerous occasions. Gov. Moore, of Ala- 
bama, in his message to the Legislature on 
Nov. 7th, said : 

"I am no secessionist per se, and would like 
to contemplate our future glory as a nation, 
could I have the assurance that the I'nion, 
upon the basis of the Constitution, would be 
as durable as the hills and valleys embraced 
within the vast territorial limits of its juris- 
diction. This cannot bo the case, however, 
unless each section of the country accords to 
every other section tho full measure of its 
constitutional rights." 

Said Gov. Letcher, of Virginia, in his letter 
to J. S. Brisbin, Nov. 19th : 

"If tho North will respect and uphold the 
rights of the States, the Union will be per- 
petual. * * In this hour of danger 
it is the duty of patriots in all sections of our 
country to cultivate a kind, generous and con- 
ciliatory spirit one towards another." 

And A. H. Stephens, in the Georgia Legis- 
lature, Nov. 14: 

"I say to you, don't give up the ship; don't 
abandon her yet. If she can be possibly pre- 
served, and our rights, interests, and security 
be maintained, the object is worth the effort. 
Let us not, an account of disappointment and 
chagrin at the reverse of an election, give up 
all as lost, but let us see what can be done to 
prevent a wreck. The first question that pre- 
sents itself is, shall the people of the South 
secede from tho Dliiod in c0ns4quen.ee of the

tell you frankly. Candidly, and earnestly, that ! tling this matter before the sun 



to etl'ect a peaceful adjustment, and, if possi- 
ble, to restore the Union then already sun- 
dered. Jefferson Davis, in Congress, Dec. 10th, 

said : 

" The union of States forms, in my judg- 
ment, the best government instituted among 
men. It is only necessary to carry it out in 
the spirit in which it was formed. Our fathers 
made a Union of friendly States. Now hos- 
tility has been substituted for fraternity. 1 
call on all men who havehearts, and who love 
the Union, to look the danger in the face. 

* • Our people are prepared to do justice. 

• * This Union is dear to me as a Union 
of fraternal Stales. It would lose its value if 
the U nion had to be held together bv armed 
physical force. Hostility, not fraternity, 
would then exist in the hearts of tho peo- 
pie." 

Said Mr. Cobb, of Ala in the House : 
"lam not a Secessionist. I desire peace, 
predicated on the principles of theJConstitu- 
tion. If you can give us that, you can help 
us to remain in the Union as long a* the 
sun shall shine; and my prayer shall bo sent 
forth for the perpetuity of the Government." 

And Senator Wigfa'll, of Texas, Dec. 12th, 
said : 

" We will have pence, and if yon don't give 
it to us, wo will quietly liaveour rights under 
the Constitutionaleompact, or withdraw from 
tho Union." 

Senator Toombs (Jan. 7th.) renewed the 
demands of tho South, and contended that 
" such demands were only for an equality in 
the Union. He, himself, was willing to de- 
fend the Constitution w ith the halter around 
his neck." 

Senator Jefferson Davis, again, Jan. 11th, 

said : 

"Long have I offered propositions for 
equality in the Union. Not a single Repub- 
lican has voted for them. 1 do not regard a 
Constitutional Government a failure. Re- 
garding the settlement of difficulties, the 
President himself says he ha* no power — he 
has thrown it upon you — ho has told you the 
responsibility is upon you. If you decide 
right, tho angel of peace will spread her 
wing*. " 

Mr. Hill, of Ga., expressed the belief that 
tho South is approachable with reason, and 
earnestly appealedfor reconciliation. Let the 
people have time to speak. He would await 
the result with confidence and hope, 

Ho wished it borne in mind that he belong- 
ed not to the class of men who would dis- 
member the confederacy. He would as soon 
take a glass vessel and crush it to pieces to 
make it a better one, as to attempt to make a 
better government by crushing the present in 
to atoms. 

Mr. Gilmer, of North Carolina, did not 
think it too late yet to do something by which 
this Government can be preserved, and peace 
and harmony restored to the greatest nation 
ami people on the earth. 

The public cannot have forgotten the strug- 
gles in Congress for the preservation of the 
Union, the fate of various plans of compro- 
mise — many of which would have been accept- 
ed by the seceded States — and the action of 
the Committees of Thirteen and Thirty-three. 
The Republicans defeated all attempts for a 
peaceful settlement. 

Even when Southern Senators and repre- 
sentatives withdrew, upon the passage of the 
ordinance of secession by their respective 
States, many of them expressed an earnest 
desire that something might yet be done to 
restore the Union, and that relations of peace 
might be continued. Senator Slidell, of Lou- 
isiana, said, on taking leave: 

"They hope and wish for peace, but the de- 
cision of this question rests with the Free 
States. He had no doubt if the issue was 
fairly presented to the people of the States, 
they might have a peaceful separation, w ith 
the possibility and the probability of a com- 
plete or partial reconstruction." 
Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, said: 
" When he returned home, should he not 
tell his people there is yet hope, or should 
he tell them there is no hope? He repeat- 
ed he had permitted himself to believe that 
something could lie done that the States of 
the Confederacy might remain together. On 
the 4th of February, the Southern Conven- 
tion will meet at Montgomery to form a pro- 
visional government. Do not let them take 
the second step. He trusted before that time 
the whole country would once more be in pos- 
session of peace and happiness. He appealed 
to his northern friends to make efforts to save 
the country; and now. gentlemen, one and 
all, Republicans, you have this Question in 
your own hands, you have the power of set- 
hall set.

Mr. Rust, of Arkansas, said: 

"If the Union was to be dissolved, he hoped 
it would be in such a way as would afford an 
opportunity for its reconstruction." 

Senator Yulee, of Florida, said : 

"He was sure the people of Florida would 
never bo insensible to the blessings and ad- 
vantages of the Union, when directed to the 
purpose of establishing justice and domestic 
tranquility and safety." 

As a last resort, the Pence Conference at 
Washington was called. Twenty-one States 
were represented. Some of the Northern 
States refused to send delegates, and others 
nominated their members of Congress, the 
recognized leaders of a sectional party. The 
Conference failed in its objects, and four 
States which had just cast Union majorities, 
some of them very large, saw fit to put them- 
selves in hostility to the I'nion. These united 
with the Southern Confederacy already form- 
ed, despairing of effecting any terms of adjust- 
ment. Jefferson Davis was chosen President. 
That he deprecated war — that his purpose was 
not to assail the Government of the United 
States, or to invade her territory, is declared 
in his inaugural message of Feb. 1-kh, in 
which he said: 

" We have vainly endeavored to secure 
tranquility and obtain respect for the rights 
to which we were entitled. As a necessity, 
not a choice, we have resorted to the remedy 
of separation. If a just perception of mutual 
interest shall permit us peaceably to pursue 
our separate political career, my most earnest 
desire will have been fulfilled. But if this 
be denied us, and the integrity of our territo- 
ry and jurisdiction be assailed, it will but re- 
main for us, with firm resolve, to appeal to 
arms and invoke the blessing of Providence 
on a just cause." 

Vice President Stephens said at Montgom- 
ery, in terms equally plain: 

"Our policy should be marked by a desire 
to preserve and maintain peace with all States 
and people. If this cannot be done, let not 
the fault lie at our door. While wo should 
make aggressions on none, we should be pre- 
pared to repel those made by others, let thorn 
come from whatever quarter thev may. We 
ask of others simply to let us alo"no and to be 
permitted to look afterour safety, security and 
happiness in our own way, without molesting 
or giving offense to other people. Let, then, 
peace, fraternity, and liberal commercial rela- 
tions with all the world, be our motto." 

At the date of Mr. Lincoln's inauguration 
he found Commissioners from the Montgom- 
ery Government awaiting his accession to 
office, to propose negotiations for a peaceful 
solution of the questions in controversy. The 
Commissioners were not officially received, 
and their overtures were indignantly rejected. 
Further attempts through judge Campbell 
failed in like manner. Jefferson Davis, in 
his message of April 29th, said: 

"Wo protest solemnly in the face of man- 
kind that we desire peace at any sacrifice 
save that of honor and independence; we seek 
no conquest, no aggrandizement, no conces- 
sion of any kind from the States with which 
we were lately confederated; all we ask is to 
be let alone; that those who never held pow- 
er over us, shall not now attempt our subjuga- 
tion by arms. This we will, this we must re- 
sist to the direst extremity. The moment 
that this pretension is abandoned, the sword 
will drop from our grasp, and we shall be 
ready to enter into treaties of amity and com- 
merce that cannot but be mutually" beneficial. 

Again, the preamble of the Act of the 
Confederate Congress, recognizing tho ex- 
istence of war between the United States and 
the Confederate States, reads: 

WiiKREAs, The earnest efforts made by 
this Government to establish friendly rela- 
tions between the Governments of the United 
States and the Confederate State*, and to set- 
tle all questions of disagreement between the 
two Governments upon principles of right, 
justice, equity, and good faith, have proved 
unavailing, by reason of the refusal of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States to hold any in- I 
tercourse with tho commissioners appointed 
by this Government for tho purpose aforesaid, 
or to listen to any proposal they had to make 
for the peaceful solution of all causes of diffi- 
culty between the two Governments.'' 

Afterwards, in his message of July 20th, 
Jefferson Davis distinctly denies that "he de- 
signed offensive war. and charges as follows: 

"Commencing in March last with an affec- 
tation of ignorance of the secession of seven 
States which first organized the Government; 
persisting, in April, in an idle and absurd as- 
sumption of tho existence of a riot which was 
to be dispersed by a posse comitatus; contin- 
uing in successive months the false represen- 
tation that these States intended offensive 
war, in spite of conclusive evidence to the 
contrary, furnished as woll by official action 
as by the very basis on which this Govern- 
ment is constituted, the President of the 
United Stales and his advisers succeeded in 
deceiving the people of thoso States into the 
belief that the purpose of this Government 
was not peace at home, but conquest abroad; 
not defense of its own liberties, but the sub- 
version of those of tho people of tho United 
States." 

• And Vice President Stephens, at Augusta, 
July 10th, reasserts that the Confederate 
States preferred the Union to separation. He 

said: 

•■We appeal to them (the North.) We be- 
lieve it was best for all the States, as Wash- 
ington presided over the Convention that 
made the Confederation, that all the States 
should remain in the Union, faithfully per- 
forming each for itself the obligations of the 
Constitution." 

Wo have thus briefly, but carefully, re- 
viewed the course of the leading men of the 
seceded States, from the election in Novem- 
ber till the assembling of Congress in July, 
to prove that they deprecated civil war, and 
that however they may have regarded tho 
right of secession, they would have gladly re- 
mained in the Union, even with large conces- 
sions on their part, hadsimilar advances been 
made by tho dominant party of tho North. 
AVe hold, therefore, that the Republican poli- 
ticians are entitled to a large share of the re- 
sponsibility for the dissolution of tho Union, 
as well as for the present war. 

AVe believe that thero was not ono of the 
numerous plans of adjustment that tho pcopls 
of the whole country would not have ratified 
by an immense majority, for the sake of na- 
tional unity and peace. AVe believe that, 
even now, for humanity's sake, and to avert 
the crushing burdens that a protracted war 
must entail, both sections would, if permitted, 
adopt any honorable measures to end the war 
and bring about a peaceful settlement. The 
same love of the Union that prompted tho 
people of the North to take up arms to main- 
tain it, still lingers in the minds of the peo- 
ple of the seceded States. We deem it prob- 
able that the South would not insist upon a 
permanent separation, and would consider fa- 
vorably propositions for an ultimate reunion, 
wero tho causes that compelled them to with- 
draw removed; and this opinion is strengthen- 
ed by the persual of letters like that of Gen. 
Lee, of tho Confederate army, which says: 

"May God re-unite our several bonds of 
friendship, and turn our hearts to peace." 

AVe believe the restoration of the Union 
possible, but it cannot be immediate. To se- 
cure peace, we must accept tho fact of separa- 
tion, by so much as it is necessary, in substi- 
tuting diplomacy for tho sword, to recognize 
- Southern Confederacy as a belligerent. 
To negotiate successfully, mutual concessions 
would have to be made, while, at the same 
time, it would not be necessary to yield to de- 
mands deemed disgraceful orhumiliating; and 
according to the nature of those concessions

\Yiif.rkas, Certain arms belonging to the 
Stato of Kentucky, intended for distribution 
to Home Guards in counties of tho First 
and Second Districts, under an allotment 
made by the Military Board, were lately seiz- 
ed by lawless persons and taken away from 
their place of deposit in Alaylield; and it be- 
ing reported to me that a portion of said arms 
have been distributed among individuals in 
Fulton county contrary to law and the author- 
ty of tho Military Board; and said Military 
Board having passed the following order —

On motion ot Gen. Dudley, 

Jteiolred, That his Excellency the Governor be re- 
quested to take such steps as ho may think best cal- 
culated for the recovery of the public arms forcibly 
taken from Ma>field &ud carried to Fulton county.

Now, therefore, I, B. MAGOFFIN, Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, do 
now issue this my proclamation, commanding 
every citizen, or other person, within the ju- 
risdiction of this State, having in his posses- 
sion any arms or munitions thus unlawfully 
seized as above stated, forthwith to deliver up 
tho samo to the judge of the county court of 
the county in which ho resides, to be returned 
by said judge to the State Arsenal at Frank- 
fort; and I make this appeal to the loyalty of 
such citizens in good faith, believing that they 
will promptly manifest such a signal proof of 
their fidelity to the laws and authorities of tho 
State; at the same time warning all concern- 
ed that if this order be not promptly obeyed, 
my duty will -require the most rigorous en- 
forcement of the laws against all disobedient 
offenders.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue u procla- 
mation forbidding the march of any forces of 
this or any other State or States over our soil, 
to make an apprehended attack upon the 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the I'nited States 
and the Confederate States. And whe rea-. 
numerous application? from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been mado 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the.- march over our sacred soil by nnv 
force of the I'nited States for any purpose. 
And w hereas, it is made fully e: ident, bv 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
is the determined purpose of the good people 
of Kentucky to maintain, with courageous 
lirtiiness, the lixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag. 
gression towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid 
and lamentable strife, "for the existensc of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citkeits of all political 
leanings, is, in mv judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likeljl to 
preserve peace and amjty between the neigh- 
boring bordering States' on both shores of the 
tii.io riaer, and protect Ifiintucky, generally, 
from the ravages of a deplorable ,war. And 
w hereas, the arms retributed to the "State 
Guard, " composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, w ho enter- 
tain the opinions of b.oth parties, arc not to 
be used ayuinit Hit federal Uurcrnmeti t nur the 
Confederate State*, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by. either of the 
belligerent parties, ami to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity., and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her peopte. in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and MBpi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky onto! the 
union, at the point of the 1 a \ < inet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard,' 1 

Now, therefore. I, IlKlil A 1 1 MAGOFFIN. 
Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notil^ing and 
warning all other States, whether s'eparute or 
united, and especially the "Lnited State- - ' 
and the "Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the -oil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
forces under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permi—ion of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
State previously granted. I alsuhereby especi- 
ally and solemnly forbid all good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard or otherwise, making any war- 
like or hostile demonstrations whatever against 
any of the authorities afore-aid.' earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and militant, to be 
obedient hereto; u> be obedient to the laws 
ami lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities: to remain when off military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pur-uing their wonted lawful avocations: to re- 
frain all words nnd acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of w ise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of inva.-ion, but at the same time earn- 
e-tly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tion's to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty Gud to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us iu peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
